“When the Queen of Sheba visited Solo- 
Psi ‘- all his glory, she exclaimed — The 
half hath not been told’ ”’. 


The Aberdeen-Angus Tree, with the table 
of Aberdeen-Angus families, and the ex- 
planation of the former in the article by 
Professor J. C. Holbert, of Ames College, 
Jowa, in your issue of August 7th, may be 
acknowledged to be in your words “the 
greatest work yet presented” to the breed- 
ers for their guidance and _ instruction. 
Looking at the diagram displayed on pages 
14 and 15, however, in all strictness, it can 
hardly be called a Tree, for a tree has a 
bole and a tap-root and root branches, not 
here shown—it has been treated as the 
backwoodsman treated the trees of the for- 
est—who laid his axe, not to the nearest 
part of the ground from which it arose, but 
from a point conveniently high for him to 
avoid too much back bending to attack the 
trunk or body. So we have the two parts 
the part told by Professor Holbert and the 
other part “that hath not been told”. But 
that was not intended, and from the stand- 
point chosen, not considered, for we have 
here, instead, and this is what makes this 
Tree of such inestimable practical value to 
the breeder of today—what might be called 
a fan with rib-lines expanding like fingers, 
on the tips of which will be found all the 
names of the most famous present-time 
sires of the breed, to whom the breeder 
looks for inspiration in making his own sel- 
ections for stud purposes. 

This Chart is thus as it were a presenta- 
tion in graphic form of the paternal achiev- 
ing sires, that are upholding and proving 
the prestige of “Our Breed” in the Ameri- 
can show yards. Nothing better for such 
a purpose as is here reiterated, and as the 
professor explains, could have been con- 
ceived, and the breeders are certainly under 
a deep debt of gratitude to the compiler of 
this wonderful Chart—it will prove an in- 
dex to the breeders, of the sires from those 
families they should choose their herd top- 
pers. 

For this purpose it will be a permanent 
monitor—and so may be regarded in this 
respect as final. For as the professor re- 
marks: “Nor will there be any more sprouts 
come up from the root of the tree (Note: 
Cut off from the bole of the Tree); or no 
new main limb added to the body”—except, 
by-the-way, by the introduction of a new 
Mmportation. No: for it can only be from 
the spreading, burgeoning of the top tips of 


the branches here displayed that we may 
look for the future herd sires to spring, to 
add to the galaxy; unless as, just noted, 
some new element arrives in some future 
import from home, or, like some example 
of an individual of humble birth suddenly 
transjecting himself ayont the firmament, 
there may spring from the byways of his 
lineage a sire from some earlier branch, not 
here appearing; which may be expected to 
occur at any time. But the breeders will 
use this Chart of male descent as their 
safeguard when they need counsel as to the 
choosing of the sire they wish to add to 
their herd—of female producers. 

But in this Tree there are many animals 
made thus prominent that are of short 
“cold” blood—even some of those of the 
aristocrats, who have by the conjunction of 
the contributor of the male element, un- 
locked the hidden potentials from their se- 
cluded basement—from the germplasm thus 
touched with the fertilizing male, who may 
have been selected for the purpose on no 
very definite established principle—and 
then it is only by mere “chance” that the 
elements that are to prove of power, it may 
be from the female line entirely, are repro- 
duced and transmitted. 

This method, of dealing with the lineage 
from the point of view of the male descent 
alone—called in tail-male—upon which the 
writer has elsewhere dilated, and made ex- 
tensive charts of the same kind dealing with 
the home-bred sires, he has found—as 
Queen Sheba did of Solomon in all his glory 
—only tells half the story, and the breeder 
in America will always immediately after 
studying this “Tree” revert to the study of 
the dams of these champions, to see how the 
blood still flows from its ancient original 
fountainheads—just as, for example, Briar- 
cliff Farms reminds the prospective pur- 
chaser of stock bred there—in the same is- 
sue, p. 2—that “Our cow herd, which is 
made up of outstanding matrons, naturally 
should be credited with their share of the 
success attained”. For it is these “outstand- 
ing matrons”, that is, those with inherent— 
whether demonstrated by showyard achieve- 
ment, or by productive proved achievement 
or quality characteristics, that produce the 
sires such as are represented in this “Tree’’. 
The Tree, cut off from its bole and taproot, 
is set up without its basal support—begin- 
ning (at the bottom) at a point which as 
will be indicated had precedency in the real 
foundational structure that “naturally 


should be credited with their—its—share of 
the success attained”. A tail-male lineage, 
therefore, is, however marvelous to follow, 
really one-sided or lop-sided, because as 
geneticists like Prof. Holbert himself ad- 
mits, the bull is but half the herd, and sup- 
plies to the lineage but half the heritable 
element, which is regarded by all as equal 
in potentiality with that offered by the 
male. Then the male lineage might run 
on in generations antedating that of the 
dam from which the sire selected was deriv- 
ed, in a humble origin enough, retrieved 
by the natural capacity of such humble ma- 
tron, incited by the male graft, on her stock, 
as will be acknowledged. For instance, this 
is well seen, by the study of the great 
Delamere, tracing to a “Vine-Pride” line 
which had for its sire a male of my Rosy 
Queen family, and dam a base tracing to an 
animal of no recorded ancestry. (See Pull- 
ing’s “Aberdeen-Angus Cattle”, p. 51, 49) 
who had the same blood of Prince of Was- 
sail, and of Black Knight flowing in his 
veins. The same with Proud Viscount, 
whose maternal line was entirely “foreign 
to that of the Ericas” (Mallin, “The Evolu- 
tion of Breeds”’)—“alien to that family”; 
and also to Keillor (p. 140) “The breeding 
of Young Viscount”, writes the same auth- 
or, “was not such as to attract extraordin- 
ary attention at the time—for his maternal 
ancestry had as yet done nothing to indi- 
cate their coming greatness after being 
crossed with Chieftain, Trojan and Kildon- 
an and reenforced by Black Prince of Tilly- 
four, Trojan and Juryman”; while “the sire 
of the century’s” maternal line showed a 
succession of high showyard achievements 
of the native breed of the county of his 
birth. 

Thus it should not be forgotten that this 
breeding process is a 50-50 one in which 
“the female of the species” is often more 
prepotent than the male. This is explain- 
able from the Mendelian principle of the 
basic characters in male and female being 
each distinct from generation to generation, 
in which sometimes the female character 
replaces the male character in transmission, 
so that the perfectional characters of many 
of these stud toppers, may be derived di- 
rectly from the female and not from the 
male ancestry. 

So it was a natural providence that the 
old breeders and even those of the present 
day—as the world famed J. J. Cridlan of

lowa’s show season opened auspiciously 
at Davenport, August 13th, when three ma- 
jor herds paraded before the judge. Way- 
land Hopley Farms, Inc., Atlantic, Iowa; 
Miller & Kemp, of Olin, Iowa, and Elliott 
Brown, of Rose Hill, Iowa, came forward, 
each with an outstanding herd containing 
past champions or prospects for the future 
honors calling for purple ribbons. The plac- 
ings are not available in detail, hence this 
brief synopsis, intended to cover a few of 
the high spots of which we are certain.

The display of Aberdeen-Angus cattle at 
the Illinois State Fair at Springfield, Aug- 
ust 19th to 26th this year revealed beyond 
any question of doubt the sincerity of pur- 
pose, the faith in the breed, and positive al- 
legiance to the cause upon the part of breed- 
ers from every quarter of this country. 
The 1933 Illinois State Fair brought for- 
ward the finest and the largest display of 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle ever as- 
sembled within the gates of any state fair 
ground in America, and this goes without 
qualification of any kind. Fourteen full 
herds, augmented by no less than half a 
dozen smaller groups, made up this won- 
derful showing. Here it was that the 1932 
International grand champion bull Envious 
Marshall 3d was to meet his Waterloo. Like- 
wise the 1932 International grand cham- 
pion cow, Euxida of Woodcote, was unable 
to sustain her position in competition with 
the other members of her sex. True the 
battle was furious in each instance and the 
victors were not passed to glory without 
first having a real scare. 

When fourteen major herds bring forth 
their very best it is not for the ringside to 
say in advance of the showing just what is 
to take place. Prof. W. L. Blizzard, of Ok- 
lahonia, formed his opinion early as to what 
type he preferred and stuck strictly to his 
ideal throughout the two days battle. Sel- 
dom, if ever, has there been a show of ap- 
proaching magnitude, with so little dissen- 
tion concerning the placings. Surely the 
Aberdeen-Angus boys are out this year to 
do their best and to make things as pleas- 
ant and agreeable as_ possible for those 
chosen to place the ribbons. Congratula- 
tions are in order in this respect. 

The splendid entry made it possible for 
the classes to run anywhere from eieven 
head to twenty-four head each. Scarcely a 
class but that individual animals good 
enough to head the class in so far as type 
and quality were concerned were forced far 
below the pay line. Six and eight monies 
in a show like this don’t go far enough. 
Think of eleven aged bulls coming forward 
and all good ones. Envious Marshall 3d, 
Brown’s last year’s International grand 
champion bull was in fine fit and made a 
grand showing at the head of the class. The 
dozen two year olds were headed by Jimmy 
Hollinger’s Revemere of Wheatland 2d, low, 
thick, wide and deep, showing a quarter of 
superior excellence, good lines and a fine 
front. Another dozen senior yearlings was 
headed by Black Peer of St. Albans shown 
by St. Albans Farms, and displaying a lot 
of the same type and general make up. The 
three went to battle for senior champion- 
ship honors with the two year old coming 
off victorious. He also secured the grand 
championship ticket when lined up for that 
position later on. This made the second 
such winning for the Kansas product, who 
had won likewise in strong company at Se- 
dalia the week before. 

Twelve great young junior yearlings par- 
aded and finished with Tolan’s smooth Eil- 
eenmere 73d at the top of the class. He 
was full of quality and character and show- 
ed well, taking the junior championship 
ticket when given opportunity. A dozen

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Twenty-two calves of various sizes came out 
to qualify in the calf class. There were 
both juniors and seniors which made it 
rather difficult for the judge to do the plac- 
ing. The smaller calves were outstanding 
and a great pair of them floated to the top 
positions, with Major Rafferty’s Green Acre 
Farms at the top showing Energetic Eric, a 
calf that holds exceptional promise for the 
future. 

St. Albans scored in the bull groups, cap- 
turing both the five and the three bull sec- 
tions, while Tolan landed the pair without 
much interference. 

The ringside held its breath when the 
dozen stately matrons in the aged cow 
class graced the arena. As they came strol- 
ling in each found favor for the first place, 
for they were that good. Judge Blizzard 
soon began his analysis of the individuals. 
He pulled his hat down over his eyes, knit- 
ted his brows, and displayed an expression 
that revealed nothing about which he might 
be thinking. Two or three good looks and 
the parade began. First to fall out of the 
circle was Kemp’s cow Erica of Elmwood 
and next Woodcote’s entry Euxida of Wood- 
cote. The pair had met before—at Chicago 
at the last International where the latter 
went up—this time the tables were reversed 
and the Iowa cow checked for the blue, and 
the purple as senior and grand champion 
female of this great show. 

Those who thought all the finest females 
in the world had just been shown were set 
back a bit when the sixteen two year old 
heifers entered the arena. Here it was that 
a great breeding cow, perhaps one of the 
most outstanding females of the breed today 
was to show the audience what a cow has 
to do with the cattle business. Hollinger’s 
cow Chimera here placed on display the 
first of three daughters, two of which were 
to appear later in other classes—some rec- 
ord. The class however was headed by Hop- 
ley’s splendid heifer Qualities Blackcap 
Lady, Kemp’s big smooth heifer Erica Ma- 
rie 10th which stood for a while at the head 
of the class was pushed down to fifth by 
four very fine, medium sized heifers that 
were filled with quality, type and breed 
character that could not be overcome by 
scale and quality in the eyes of the judge. 
Tolan’s outstanding heifer Fldoramere won 
the class of eighteen senior yearlings. In 
each of these classes the Chimera heifers 
stood second. 

Now the junior classes were coming up 
and it was J. Omar Cole’s turn to show a 
good one.

Again in the class of twelve 
summer yearlings the same exhibitor took 
another first. This time with Blackbird of 
Colemere, both by Prizemere 50th. Again 
Hollinger pulled up in second place as had 
been his custom so many times during this 
show. Two dozen real babes made up the 
calf class which was headed by Blackcap 
Tolan shown by J. Garrett Tolan who took 
her along for the junior championship ticket 
also. This time Ames Plantation showed 
Ames Plantation Betty for second.

Schmidt’s Aberdeen-Angus Heifers at 
New Top for 1933. 

A new top price for the year on straight 
heifers was established on the Kansas City 
market Wednesday, August 9th, when a load 
of Aberdeen-Angus heifers, fed by A. H. 
Schmidt on the Tarkio demonstration farm 
north of the river in Clay county, Mo., sold 
at $6.40. The heifers were well-knit ani- 
mals of high quality and showed an excel- 
lent finish. Fattened on a ration of corn 
and Tarkio molasses, the load averaged 767 
Ibs. when they were marketed. The cattle 
marketed by Mr. Schmidt today were a part 
of the string of heifers fed by him in the 
last few months. Several loads have been 
already marketed bringing prices of $6 and 
above. The best previous sale on these cat- 
tle was $6.35. The sale today was made by 
John Clay and Co. 


Continuing his apparent habit of setting 
a new top for the year each time he mark- 
ets a load of his heifers, A. H. Schmidt to- 
day, August 16th, set a new record when a 
load of outstanding Aberdeen-Angus heifers 
sold at $6.65 per cwt. These cattle exceed- 
ed the former year’s top for this class of 
cattle, made by Mr. Schmidt a week ago, 
by 25c per ewt. An unusual feature of the 
sale today was that the load of heifers out- 
sold by a considerable margin any steers 
offered on the market. Since beginning to 
market a large string of heifers which he 
has fed at the Tarkio demeonstration farm 
in Clay county, Mo., Mr. Schmidt has ship- 
ped in several loads of highly finished cat- 
tle which have sold upward from $6. The 
cattle have been finished on a ration of 
corn and Tarkio molasses feed. In today’s 
shipment were 22 head averaging 721 Ibs. 
They were sold by the National Commission 
company to Joseph Baum.—Drovers Tele- 
gram, Kansas City.

Re-enacting the Knighting of the Loin of Beef 


Above is a scene portraying the re-enact- 
ment of the famous legend of King Charles 
II of England in which that royal monarch 
knighted the loin of beef. The event which 
was reproduced in true 17th century set- 
ting, climaxed the dedication of the live 
stock and meat exhibit at A Century of 
Progress and was a unique feature of Farm- 
ers’ Week. 

The characters in the pageant which was 
held at the Agricultural Building were all 
taken by professors of animal husbandry at 
colleges of agriculture who were in Chicago 
attending the dedication of the exhibit and 
the annual national cooperative meat inves- 
tigations conference in which thirty colleges 
and the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
took part. Dr. W. C. Coffey, dean of the 
College of Agriculture of the University of 
Minnesota took the part of King Charles. 

Gathering around a banquet table, these 
dignitaries dressed in costumes typical of 


that day in old England, partook of foods 
similar to those served to English noblemen 
at the time of King Charles. Trumpeters 
announced the roast beef, as slaves brought 
in a huge roast loin of beef on a silver plat- 
ter. Rising from his seat of honor at the 
table, King Charles, touched the loin with 
pe sword and proclaimed, “I dub thee Sir 
oin.”

™ Aberdeen-Angus Tree 


(Continued from page 1) 
Maisemore, Gloucester, England, does— ad- 
opted the time honored method of present- 
ing the lineages from dam to dam, with the 
males linked on in ascending generations, as 
“eraftings” on the trunk-line. It must also 
be remembered that the female is the nu- 
tritive, nourishing “mold” in which the 
germ of the new individual forms and 
springs and is brought forth, and after- 
wards fostered. So while lauding the sire, 
we should like Briarcliff, never forget the 
producing matron. 

This Tree presents, then, only one side of 
the shield (as it were), one side of medal— 
the obverse of which has always been re- 
garded as belonging to the female and not 
the male. Thus the rich composite line- 
ages of Tillyfour and Ballindalloch; of 
Mains of Kelly and Balwyllo; of Portle- 
then and Westertown, etc. 

These remarks are not meant to detract 
fiom the superlative value of Professor 
Holbert’s achievment, but to supplement it 
with some reference to the bole and taproot, 
from which the body of the Tree has been, 
mechanically, severed. For in coming to 
an examination of the Tree itself, the as- 
tounding fact at once reveals itself, viz., 
that out of the imported 2520 animals of 
the 5500 entered in the first volume of the 
American Herd Book, only two appear 
as the primal members of this famous 
Tree as contributing to the royal lines 
whose succession has been carried forward 
until the present day. These two are Knight 
of St. Patrick and Abbotsford—the former 
imported to “the States” direct, the other 
from Canada. Each had a son entered in 
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the American Herd Book—the first having 
Black Knight (v. I, also) and the latter 
Black Monk (v. IV)—9 years being between 
their births. From these two, however, was 
derived the “plumage” of two embracing 
wings of the fostering paternity, not ma- 
ternity, however, that gathered the brood 
represented by the central lines of the fig- 
ure under their sheltering wings. In the 
Abbotsford wing Young Viscount of “mix- 
ed” breeding appears while in the central 
Delamere also of romantic maternal source 
appears, of the same maternally descended 
inheritance. This Chart as we shall call 
the Tree also reveais the fact that both 
Knight and Abbotsford descend in eight 
generations from the Hanton-Pat-Old Jock, 
body base of the two primary branches here 
exhibited, as the point where the axe of the 
woodsman hewed off the body from the 
bole, leaving the body without basic “sup- 
port”, or connection. So this trio are ap- 
parently from the point of time and parent- 
age made the basal symbols of the whole 
blazonry—the beginning at the bottom, the 
ending in the top tips, or buds. 

Here then is Old Jock marked out as the 
Noah of the flood! Who was this Old Jock? 
Taking his showyard criterion as is here 
done by Prof. Holbert as his basis of sire 
adoption, the remarkable fact develops that 
his first showyard appearance was at Dun- 
dee in 1843, ninety years ago, at the same 
time where the last season’s Highland and 
Agricultural Society Show was held. There 
he appeared without as yet having acquired 
a name, in the small class for yearling bulls, 
gaining first. In a large class of thirteen 
aged bulls, at the same time stood—Pan- 
mure, peerless in his time and peerless in 
his progeny. The career of Old Jock, not 
to refer to the confusion of his breeder’s 
understanding of his pedigree, is as marked 
in his showyard record.! The Herd Book, 
the History of the Highland Society by the 
late Dr. Alexander Ramsay, editor of that 
Herd Book, and the History of the Breed 
by the late James Sinclair—making diver- 
gent statements that bulls named Old Jock 
and Grey Breasted Jock appeared in the 
same years at Dundee, 1843, Inverness 1846 
and the same place in 1853. 

Passing that over we must be impressed 
by the fact here revealed of the precedency 
of Panmure—for besides standing at the 
head of the breed at this show his family 
was so well established that it also provided 
another bull bred by Lord Panmure, exhib- 
ited by Hugh Watson as well as the first of 
the trio of cows which won in their class, 
the third member of which being also of the 
same Panmure blood—a Princess female by 
name also, whose name occurs several times 
at this time; besides Queen of Ardovie, of 
the other strain of the same sort, exhibited 
by name (according to Dr. Ramsay’s His- 
tory.) This appearance of the Panmure- 
Queen of Ardovie families with names seems 
another indication of precedency, for it is 
not for some shows subsequent to this that 
Keillor names begin to be applied to ex- 
hibits from there. 

So as Panmure was the sire of Monarch 
and Monarch was the sire of the Victors, 
and these the sires of the Tillyfour founda- 
tion, whose members “drove competition 
before them both at home and abroad”, 
they may all be regarded as belonging to 
the precedential group of Panmure. 

Not ‘choosing to attempt to explain the 
confusion in regard to the bulls Old Jock 
and Grey Breasted Jock, which after all 
was a matter of names apparently, it may 
be remarked that Old Jock’s son, Pat, here 
next in line, was out of a nameless “Daugh- 
ter of Keillor Pet”, without a sire; and 
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granddam this Keillor Pet by Grey Breasted 
Jock—which fact, overlooked apparently, 
tends to show the real relationship of Old 
Jock to Grey Brested Jock, as the latters 
son, not sire—which is something. Pat was 
the sire of Hanton, who was only half Keil- 
lor, through his sire; for his dam was Lizzie 
who was by Earl Spencer’s Son by Earl 
Spencer by Panmure, whose line of Pan- 
mure descendent has been overlooked; be- 
sides Earl Spencer was out of Milkaway of 
Ardestie, bought from Mr. Fullerton by Mr. 
Bowie, who had bought Pat’s dam _ the 
namless, sireless “Daughter of Keillor Pet”, 
whose dam is also unknown. 

Along side of this trio Old Jock, Pat and 
Hanton—whose calving dates were 1842, 
1849, 1852, we place the precedential trio of 
Panmure calved 1941, 1943, 1846, (1848 and 
1852, for Victor’s brothers, Victor 2d and 
3d.) The sire and dam production of these, 
as belonging to the bole and taproot, are 
therefore the ground-base from which the 
body or trunk of the Tree has been severed. 
The proper recognition of this taproot 
ground-base also therefore becomes inter- 
esting to consider. These were all of one 
paternal descent added to a similar descent 
in the female line—the one tracing to Black 
Meg the dam of Panmure, the other to 
Black Meg, the dam of Queen Mother—a 
most remarkable blood affinity indeed. 

Let us note some of the products of this 
precedential line. Panmure was the sire 
of Richmond, bred by William Fullerton (c. 
1844), who went to Balwyllo and was the 
sire of a noted “familly” of Earl Spencer 
(c. 1844), whose dam was Milkaway of Ar- 
destie, progenitor of the other Spencers at 
Mains of Kelly; and of Monarch (below). 
He was the sire of Princess (c. 1843, with 
five calves recorded) (whose dam was ? 
Princess exhibited by her breeder at Dun- 
dee); of Jean Ann, daughter of Queen of 
Ardovie, exhibited at Dundee 1843 of Miss 
Taylor in Farquharson Taylor’s herd at 
Wellhouse, Alford, who purchased him after 
the Dundee show, she being of interesting 
ownership; of Queen Mother, c. 1843; and 
of Princess’ Daughter, c. 1841, a year be- 
fore Old Jock, and by Panmure, out of 
Princess of Ardovie, whose dam was Queen 
of Ardovie. This Princess Daughter was 
“bred by Hugh Watson” which meant here 
that she was in calf when Mr. Watson pur- 
chased her mother, who proved so success- 
ful as a showyard animal in Mr. Watson’s 
hands. This was not the only instance sug- 
gested by the Herd Book which proved Mr. 
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Watson’s appreciation 0

Matilda, an Aberdeen of distinguished or- 
igin, of the same Buchan tap-root source 
Victor 2d was purchased by Sir John Mac. 
pherson Grand (D. the same year), father 
of Sir G. M. Grant at the Tillyfour or Bridg- 
end sale of 1850; at which Burnett of Cra- 
thes purchased Mary of Flintray, dam of 
Nightingale, dam of Chieftain, the first bull 
at Ballindalloch to be put to Erica after she 
had calved Guardsman by Windsor there: 
and at which sale Brown of Westertown 
purchased Matchless who becomes of prime 
importance there as a showyard animal and 
producer, as her daughter Irene, went with 
Erica from Kinnaird to Ballindalloch and 
became the herd and stall-mate of that cow. 
Victor 3d that went to Westertown was a 
full brother of Victor 1st and Victor 2d, 
and he was the sire of Crinoline, the dam of 
Young Panmure, of Prof. Holbert’s Tree. 

Young Panmure’s son was Logie the 
Laird (that went to New Zealand) and was 
out of Lizzie 2nd whose family occurs in 
these early records and was derived from 
the Panmure Spencers of Mains of Kelly. 
Logie’s son, Omar, reverted to Cupbearer 
and Old Jock while his son Leo went back 
to Lizzie 2d of like breding to Logie the 
Laird. But Leo’s son, Major, was of es- 
pecial note here as he belonged to the Mar- 
tha family by Young Panmure dam Mary 
of Kelly by Earl Spencer 2d, g. d. Mary, a 
pure Angus cow, bred at Scryne, 3d d. 
Black Meg (not entered in the Herd Book) 
which was the dam of Panmure. How Mr. 
Bowie could have described Mary as a 
“pure Angus cow” when she was the daugh- 
ter of Panmure—that is his sister—out of 
Panmure’s dam, Black Meg (another of the 
name than Black Meg, the dam of Queen of 
Ardovie) is strange, for he must have 
known of Panmure’s descent from the na- 
tive Buchan breed. But that was how these 
Buchan beasts got transformed into “pure 
Angus”, apparently, in the Eastern Forfar- 
shire home of the humlies (see Headrick’s 
Agricultural Survey of the county) long 
before Bowie or Watson had their advent. 
This Mary-Martha family (which is omitted 


from the breed family list of Prof. Hol- 


bert) was the source of the many Majors 
that brought fame to Mains of Kelly—like 
his Victors from Victoria of Kelly, the 
daughter of the other Black Meg, dam of 
Queen of Ardovie. The predeliction of Mr. 
Bowie for picking up the dams of famous 
producing individuals—as Old Favourite,

“Major was sire of the next one of t ge 
Victors of Kelly just alluded to, being out o 
Victoria 3rd by Logie the Laird, g. d. Vic- 
toria by Cupbearer, 3d d. Queen Mother by 
Panmure, ete. Victor of Kelly’s son was 
Gainsborough 3rd out of Guinea Pig, trac- 
ing to Burnett of Crathes’ Banks of ~~ 
(See Sander’s History), which Gainsboroug 
series traced to Leopold out of Cynthia,— 
Gainsborough (1st) being again by Major 
Gainsborough 3rd_ was acquired for Tilly- 
four after his exhibition at Edinburgh, 1877 
(and I have the receipt for his price before 
me) and there became the sire of Knight of 
the Legion (named by the writer) was out 
of Pride of Aberdeen the fifth, who re- 
mained in the Tillyfour herd until its dis- 
persion whose sire was Bright by Black 
Prince of Tillyfour, and this pair were the 
parents of Knight of St. Patrick, sire of 
Black Knight, and so on. The progeny of 
Pride 5th, is so voluminous and notable 
that it would require an issue of the Jour- 
nal to enumerate, but descendants from her 
bnanch appear in Prof. Holbert’s Tree when 
dug out. So much for this primal branch, 
set to the right instead of ascending direct, 
of the Tree. : 

The limb of the “Tree” to the left, bi- 
fureates into two branches one of which has 
been here likened to the other primal branch 
on the right, the encompassing left wing of 
the cozy brood within. The bifurcation oc- 
curs after Rob Roy Macgregor-Black Prince 
of Tillyfour, carried on into the central limb 
to Bright, Juryman and Elcho; while its 
own left limb exhibits Reform, Jamie of 
Easter Skene, and Hampton, sire of Young 
Viscount, from whom the wing again 
branches to Young Hero, leading well up 
to Black Woodlawn, the phenominal (Mal- 
lin), and the outer branch to Ermine Bear- 
er, Abbotsford and Black Monk. Reform by 
Black Prince of Tillyfour (grandson of 
Bloomer) was of the Beauty of Tillyfour 
foundation of the Jilt, Ruth and Miss Wat- 
son tribe. Jamie of Easter Skene, son of 
Reform was a grandson of Panmure of 
Wellhouse, son of Panmure. The dam of 
Jamie was Matilda by Logie the Laird 2d, 
and tracing to Tillyfour Jenny Lind; ¢. d. 
Mina, by Black Jock of Tillyfour, her dam 
being Grace descended from the Crathes 
herd (Banks of Dee, Nightingale, etc), Mina 
was a great show yard winner several years 
before the Erica females forged to the 
front and has the same foundation as the 
famous Iliad. Thus the “other half” here 
tells a wonderful story which goes to prove 
where Young Viscount obtained his prize 
winning ability. 

Taking up the central body of the Tree 
comes Bright, whose descent turns out to 
be from Dorrit, bred at Rothiemay—a 
stronghold of the Aberdeenshire native 
polls. Juryman coming next son of Bright, 
was “the first of the great triumvirate of 
bulls given to the Ballindalloch herd by the 
peerless matron Jilt—the mother also of 
Judge and Justice” (see Malin, p. 147). And 
then through Elcho, Etonian and Iliad, the 
main body stem proceeds to its ever increas- 
ing tips to Delamere, Prince of the Wassail 
and so to Glenearnock, Page and Briarcliff, 
In spreading diffusion, contrasting; with the 
straight close ranked line of Gay Blackbird, 
Black Knight of Estill, Bader Lad, Earl 
Marshall, whose position in Mallin’s analy- 
ses is “incomparable.” ‘This line also leads 
to Briarcliff—where each Briarcliff pro- 
uct claims its Thorn(e). 

The left lower branch diverging from Er- 
mine Bearer, son of Young Viscount, ex- 
hibits Abbotsford, imported from Canada, 


and need only be referred to because he ex- 
hibits a descent from Kate of Tillyfour by 
Monarch. And Rob Roy Macgregor to 
whom he here traces being out of Windsor 
by Victor son of Monarch by Panmure, re- 
peating the phenomenon of Crinoline. 

As Young Viscount is thus the master- 
key of this lower left wing, so Iliad ap- 
pears to be the master key of the central 
limb, and of him a word “Iliad”, wrote Mr. 
Malin (in his most enlightening Evolution 
of Breeds, p. 155) “the bull upon which 
rests the later success of Ballindalloch, 
came from a dam whose female ancestry 
terminated abruptly in the third genera- 
tion in a cow called Meg o’ the Glen. Meg 
was sired by a good bull, but nothing is 
known of her dam. From the female family 
standpoint, Iliad was therefore of decidedly 
humble origin. He nevertheless had much 
of the best Tillyfour, Kinnaird and Ballin- 
dalloch blood in him, received through his 
sire Etonian. By some breeders Iliad would 
today be regarded as little better than a 
mongrel because of the absence of a fash- 
ionable termination in the female line of 
his pedigree”. These are strange words for 
when one comes to recall other bred animals 
of the same kind, he might say the same 
thing of Erica, who had three descents 
from an animal of unknown “virtue”. When 
we examine the pedigree of Iliad 14937 
(Am. H. B.) we find that the four dams 
of record are all noted breeders—D. A. 
Pearson (two of the dams), Captain Taylor, 
Rothiemay, and Colonel of Castle Fraser, 
associated so closely with the production of 
Hampton, the sire of Young Viscount. The 
breeders of the sires—Etonian, M. P., Mou- 
diewart, Elector and Priam are all first 
cluss—Grant, Pearson, McCombie (Kaster- 
skene), Col. Gordon and Alex Bowie. The 
first sire, sire of the humble Meg o’ the 
Glen—she had a sire, while Beauty the 
grandam of Erica had none; was Priam by 
Logie the Laird 2d and out of Jenny of Til- 
lyfour. Priam being as already noted the 
sire of Matilda, the dam of Hampton, the 
sire of Young Viscount, Iliad was no less 
of the blood than Young Viscount himself. 

“Cupbearer” it may also be remarked, the 
sire of Erica, wrote Malin the indispensable, 
in 1923, “had no Panmure blood”; but he 
had for his dam Rose of Kelly whose sire, ec. 
1848 was sired by Colonel of Ardestie, c. 
1842, purchased by Mr. Bowie; and he was 
out of the cow Princess, calved in 1839, 
which was one of the three cows that won 
the first prize at the Highland Society 
show at Dundee in 1843 (Aberdeen-Angus 
Herd Book)—which comes as near being 
Panmure as anything could be. 

It would be interesting if Professor Hol- 
bert would institute an analytical study of 
the Old Jock of his “Tree” and of “Old 
Panmure”, who was his predecessor. What 
of this Panmure whose blood ran like a flood 
through the most auspicious channels of the 
Breed? Sanders on p. 52 of his great His- 
tery of the Breed wrote “He became the 
Hubback of the Aberdeen-Angus breed— 
Hubback being generally credited with hav- 
ing laid the foundation of the improved 
Shorthorn breed, as detailed in the author’s 
“Shorthorn Cattle”. And he describes Pan- 
mure as a “bull of stately outline” while 
(on p. 98) referring to the purchase in 
1850 by Sir John Macpherson Grant at 
3ridgend sale of Victor 2d and Old Match- 
less whose daughter went to Westertown, 
he continues: “Victor 2d was bred by Mr. 
McCombie, and was by Monarch, who was 
by the Adam of the Aberdeen-Angus breed, 
Old Panmure 51, his dam also being bred 
by Mr. Fullerton....The more one studies 
the base of the original black cattle im- 


provement, the larger looms the name of 
Panmure. He has been likened to John 
Hunter’s Hubback of Shorthorn foundation 
fame.” And again, at p. 90 one reads: 
“Tabulations of the great mass of pedi- 
grees recorded since McCombie’s time will 
reveal the major part played by Tillyfour 
bulls in the final flowering of the breed. 
The work of the master is not to be measur- 
ed in any terms of Prides and Queens. The 
great Tillyfour stream coursed through the 
body of the breed like a mighty Nile in 
flood, fertilizing and improving everything 
that it touched. There is scarcely a single 
family of note, no matter what the breed- 
ing of the foundation dam, but has felt the 
intluence, and been the better for carrying 
the McCombie blood.” 

At Tillyfour Mr. Sanders also found that 
the blood of Panmure had become almost 
as closely concentrated as that of Favour- 
ite in Charles Collings Shorthorns. And 
Sinclair p. 94 wrote “Mr. McCombie had 
developed the type of his Queen tribe, and 
had proved its excellence by its capacity 
t» produce within itself such stock as Lola 
Montes, Bloomer and Windsor’. George 
Hendry in a Highland Society essay repro- 
ducing notes of breeders who had known 
Panmure and Old Jock, notes that Old Jock 
was “probably not so good in quality’; while 
Panmure was “superior in quality”. 

Malin in his “Evolution of Breeds”, p. 
110 wrote: “The blood of Panmure was so 
widely resorted to by breeders of the time 
that thirty wears after Panmure’s period 
of service, animals in the principal herds, 
such as those at Tillyfour and Ballindalloch, 
uniformly carried thirty or forty percent of 
his blood, solely on the basis of herd book 
records. Since many early pedigrees were 
faulty of incomplete, animals unquestion- 
ably coming from Panmure were never 
credited to him and his real value as a 
founder of the breed was greater than the 
herd books would indicate.” 

After all the great historical flood re- 
garding the breed launched forth from For- 
farshire (which has been so fully repro- 
duced in the Aberdeen-Angus Review, re- 
cently), Professor Thomas F. Jamieson, 
LL. D., wrote to James Sinclair, editor of 
the History of Aberdeen-Angus Cattle 
(First edition, 1882) “When I occupied the 
post of Fordyce Lecturer at Marischall 
College, Aberdeen, I devoted some atten- 
tion to the subject of polled cattle, and I 
found that all the best blood of the breed 
traced back to three fountain-heads—viz., 
Ist, Mr. Fullerton’s Black Meg; 2nd the Bull 
Panmure, from Brechin Castle; and 3rd, the 
Keillor Jocks.” Thus the precedency of 
Panmure is further attested. And, the 
Keillor stock, it is generally acknowledged 
by those who had some acquaintance with 
it, was derived from Lord Panmure’s Brech- 
in district, at Tarnty Muir Market, Brechin, 
in 1815, according to Miss Rose Watson, 
who wrote a sketch of the life and work of 
her father, published in the Journal of the 
Highland and Agricultural Society, and 
these were of the same sort as described by 
J. C. Lyell as being of the Buchan breed, 
the only one of the kind mentioned by 
Headrick in his “Survey of the County”. So 
that Dr. Jamieson’s three fountain-heads 
are thus reduced to one, that of the Pan- 
mure and Black Meg source. 

Such is the story of the half that Profes- 
sor Holbert did not undertake to deal with, 
but it is a tale that now can be told, with 
profit and advantage to the student of this 
wonderful Tree, that flourishes only as a 
tree that is nourished from tap-root sources 
— nourished from “underground” streams 
elow.
